i Graduation was always closer than it appeared 


One of the biggest scholastic goals in every 
Husky students’ life was to graduate fror 
school. Everyone looked forward to feelin; 
pride of marching down that aisle, moving the 
tassel to the left, and receiving his or her most 
cherished diploma 

In order to accomplish this goal, each 
student was obligated to earn at least 22.2 
credits. Also, starting with the Class of 2001, 
students were required to successfully complete 
a high school graduation project and a computer 
literacy course 

One thing that many students worked 
towards was the privilege of sitting up on stage at 
graduation. Each student on stage needed to 
maintain a GPA of 3.5 or higher throughout their 
years at Husky High to receive this honor. The 
two students with the highest GPA, the valedicto: 
rian and the salutatorian, earned the honor of 
speaking about their Husky Pride and their high 
school experience during the ceremony. In 
addition to those speeches, the class president 
talked about the graduating class. Also, there 
may have been other guest speakers, such as an 
honored alumni, a school board member, or a 
retiring teacher 

In past years, the Dieruff graduation was 
held at Stabler Arena. The cost of renting the 
arena was substantial, and to pay for this, the 
diplomas, and the cap and gown, each graduat 
ing, senior was required to pay class dues of $35 
This was added to the senior class’s treasury, 
which started at a balance of zero at the begin 
ning of their freshmen year. The graduating 
females wore gray caps and gowns; the males 
wore blue. Each senior was allowed to keep 
their cap and gown 

To accompany the graduates, the Husky 
choir sang the National Anthem and rehearsed 
songs while the band played the traditional 
graduation song, “Pomp and Circumstance” and 
our alma mater, “Blue and Gray.” Sometimes a

Sound famil- 
iar? Like the boy in The Sixth Sense, 
many firm ghost believers have seen dead 
people. Others thought it was all in the 
imagination. 

Many students held jobs at Dorney 
Park and were probably familiar with the 
King George Inn on Hamiltion Boulevard. 
The story of the inn goes back as far as 
World War Two, when a woman went into 
the basement to hang linens to dry. 
According to Charles J. Adams’ book, 
Ghost Stories of the Lehigh Valley, the 
woman was held under the spell of an 
unseen force. After a couple of hours, 
crew people finally discovered her in the 
dark basement, hysterical. “She told 
them she had heard the sound of a baby 
orying, coming from the old well which 
was in the middle of the basement,” said 
Cliff McDermott, former owner of the 
inn, Since then the downstairs had been 
cleaned up and completly restored. 
Nobody brought up the woman's story until 
the employees remembered what happened 
in 1776, during the local Indian upris- 


ings. Indians were rumored to swoop down 
into the valleys, throwing dead babies down 
the wells. Employees of the King George 
Inn claimed to have heard the muffled 
sounds of an infant crying. 

In 1993 a psychic came to investi- 
gate the inn. According to Adams she 
proclaimed the presence of ghostly energy 
and saw a woman in an eighteenth century 
dress holding a small child ina hallway. She 
told the psychic that there were gold coins 


bin the wall, but nobody has ever tried 


looking for them. 

Another Allentown claim to seeing 
dead people took place near the many shops 
that lined downtown Hamilton Street. 
Around what used to be Hess's Depatment 
Store, there supposedly walked the ghost of 
ayoung woman. An Allentown police 
officer, who wished to remain anonymous, 
said the ghostly figure was that of a girl 
who was struck and killed by a car many 

ago. He stated he had seen the figure

Allentown seemed to have had its 
share of “ghostly” sightings with claims of 
“seeing dead people,” and many were anxious 
to be the next witness.

The new scooters were much smaller, easy for 
storage, and lightweight, compared to the older versions, which came 
with foot brakes and shocks.

Razor scooters were sold at several locations in the Lehigh Valley 
Mall, located on MacArthur Road, including Macy's, Afterthoughts, The 
Electronic Store, Limited Too, and Deb, Prices typically ranged between 
$99.95 and $115.00, Toy’'s R Us, also located in Whitehall, advertised 
scooters for approximately $49- $119.00 

These new modes of transportation were prohibited in most 
schools, even though they could have easily fit into a student's locker.
